“MEETS. ROOSEVELT 


Honored St. Louisan Receives Con- 
gratulations From the President 
at the White House. 


PRESENTED BY MR. BARTHOLDT 


New Federal ®fficial Visits Govern- 
ment Departments and Decides 
on a Gift to His Home City 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Representative 
Bartholdt accompanied Frank Wyman, the 
new postmaster at St. Louis, to the White 
House this morning and introduced him to 
the President. Mr. Roosevelt congratu- 
lated Mr. Wyman on his appointment, dis- 
cussed the St. Louis postoffice case, chat- 
ted with him for quite a while and told 
him that he was sure that he had secured 
a.good man for the postmastership. Mr. 
Wyman thanked.the President and told 
him that he would straighten out the af- 
fairs of the St. Louis office in the short- 
est possible time. 


Mr. Bartholdt then escorted the new 
postmaster to the postoffice department, 
where he presented him to Postmaster- 
General Payne, and congratulations were 
again in order. Mr. Wyman informed the 
postmaster-general that he would not re- 
turn home until about the 28th of the pres- 
ent month, and that he would not decide 
until after his return as to when he would 
assume charge of the offices of his new of- 
fice. He leaves tonight for Amherst, where 
his son is in school. He will also £0 to New 
York before returning to St. Louis. 

Mr. Wyman was in a non-communicative 
mood this morning and refused to discuss 
what his plans will be after he assumes 
charge of the St. Louis office. 

Mr Wyman and Representative RBar- 
theldt also visited the treasury depart- 
ment, where they called on Secretary Shaw 
‘and his assistant secretaries. Impressed 
‘by the fact that ‘so many costly paintings

THE MISSISSIPPI AND THE CANAL. 

It is reported from Washington that in the interest of economy 
the President will recommend that the river and harbor ap- 
propriations be cut down to those absolutely necessary, and a 


’ sentiment is developing in Congreas to carry out his wishes. 
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The ground assigned for this policy of special economy is that 
Mr. Roosevelt is eager to get started on the Panama canal, and 
that expemditures in that direction suggest rigid economy else- 
where. ¥ . 

This is sound reasoning, but the improvement of the great 
inland waterways—the Mississippi and its tributaries—should 
not be arrested. These rivers should not at any time be included

Kratz had three days in which to make 
his reply. The expectation that he will 
consume only one day of that time is base@c 


upon the belief that he will not make as 
great a fight for time as was first ex- 


pected. 

l was the only representative of the 
press present at the hearing, as court pro- 
ceedings are not public here as they are in 


the i'nited States, 


Kratz Weeps at 
Sight of Sheriff 


The hearing was had In Kratz’s cell In the 
hospital ward of the penitentiary. It was 
a bare room, with floor of cement, a barred 
qoor, a bed, a table and a chair. Other 
chairs were brought in for the officials of 
the court. 

Tears came into Kratz's eyes as he greet- 
ed Dickmann, with whom he shook hands. 

“You do not look as though you had suf- 
fered, Joe,”’ he said, with an accent which 
indicated that he\realized that his own 
thin and heegared looks were the result of 
his own suffering. 

Kratz and Dickmann have known each 
Other for 390 years. 

Kratz also shook hands with Desmond. |

Sherman mansion at 612 North Garrison 
avenue is to be sold at the Real Estate 
Exchange on Dec. 8 It is said that the 
friends who presented the home to Gen. 
Sherman paid $4,000 for it. 

The house was built in the early ‘60s by 

David Nicholson, from whom it was bought 
when it was presented to Gen. Sherman. 
After the war when the general came to 
live in St. Louls a number of his most 
intimate friends determined to show him 
some mark of esteem. Prominent among 
these were Maj, Turner, D. K. Ferguson, 
Theophile Papin and Oliver Garrison. A 
subscription was raised and this home was 
presented to him. He lived in it until 1886, 
when he and his family removed to New 
York. The house was next occupled by 
Geo. D. Capen and Geo. Capen, Jr., who 
lived there about five years. After Mr. 
Capen and his familly moved out, it became 
the residence of James O. Carson and Dr. 
Bruce Carson, his son. 
When the home builders turned their eyes 
westward and the building trend out Wash- 
ington avenue and Olive street commenced, 
Garrison avenue lost its hold and gradually 
took on a different aspect. 

The Carsons left and soon the one-time 
exclusive mansion became a boarding house 
which it has been ever since. It remained 
in the Sherman family’s possession until
